As of April 2008, WSDOT’s property inventory 

lists 5,602 parcels (25,632 acres).

Of the 5,602 parcels, 4,693 were removed from 

consideration after review, evaluation and 

determination that many parcels are in use or 

necessary for department needs.

This report identifies 909 parcels:

 643 parcels suitable for development for

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What Is The Surplus Property Worth?

WSDOT’s value reference for this report is the 

assessed value as determined by the county 

tax assessor. Actual market value may be 

significantly higher, or lower, than assessed 

value.

The assessed value of the 266 parcels that 

should be sold is about $42 million*
